Sparks Erom Mark 

This Sunday will be the last time we hear 
from the Gospel of Mark in this liturgical 
year. We take leave of the Evangelist, who 
taught us about Jesus, the one called the 
Christ, and how we are to live our lives as his 


disciples. Mark reminded us through out 
this past church year to put our complete 
trast in God, as Jesus did, no matter what 
the difficulty or problem that came our 
way. In the Gospel of Mark we had the 
image of Jesus being the healer and 
miracle worker, the one who challenged 
us all year to accept suffering as part of 
our profession of faith as Christians. 

Beginning with the season of Advent, 
which marks the new liturgical year, we 
turn to the Gospel of Luke. Luke, the 
Evangelist, will tell us there are no such 
things as out- groups in the Reign of 
God—everyone is part of the in-group. 
Luke will use the images of mercy, 
compassion and forgiveness to show the 
special concerns Jesus has for the poor, 
the women and children as well as the out 
casts and the sinners, again giving us, the 
hearers of this Gospel, a vivid picture of 
what the Reign of God is like. 

In the coming weeks you will be hearing 
more about the Gospel of Luke, as the 
Evangelist leads us into another year of 
journeying with Jesus who will call us to 
share our faith with all peoples.
